" Volcanic Eruptions" was the 
subjeet of a very interesting lecture 
delivered to the students last lii 
day evening, by Dr. Ely, our Pro 
of Natural Science. The 
professor began by say ing, that it 

was rather hard to define a volcano, 
bnl felt thai the simple definition 
in geographies was the best. II' 
then pointed out the locations of all 

olcanoes, on an improvised 

map of the world. Il was noted 
that with only a few exceptions, all 
rules I located near the sea, 

and that they exist near lie 

he Americas, on th" isl 
anils of the south Pacific, Dear the 
eastern coast of Australia, New 
Quill"*, Borneo, JiVH, Hie Philip- 
pine Islands, the Japanese [elands, 
and north Pacific, thus forming a 
complele circle or belt around the 
earth. The causes leading to vio 
lent eruptions, the cbaractei of Ihe 

material thrown up, its immensity 
and destructive [lowers, were then 

gone over carefully. To illustrate 
the Immensity of material thrown 

up, it was staled that a volcano in 
Java once llnew up as much as 
thirty seven cubic miles of eaill 
and rock. 

iccording to the opin 
ions of scientists, who have maJe 

'■lies al Pompeii and who 

make volcanic phenomena ;> 
special study, was not so destructive 

to human life as is popularly be- 
lieved. Before overwhelming that 
beautiful city, the volcano, if seems, 
hafl warned the inhabitants, who 
not slow in getting outside the 
danger zone; and when the final 

catastrophe came, those caught were 
only a few slaves sent b i<-k to get 
valuables that. Were left behind, 
and several misers, who tried to 
save t licit hoards
